Washington, Oct. 27.—The 
highway departments of the va- 
rious states expended a total of 
$649,125,101 for road and bridge 
constraction on state highway 
systems last year, the United 

States Bureau of Public Roads 
announced today. 

Of thé total expenditure 59.6 per 
cent. was spent for road and bridge 
construction, 18.4 per cent. for 
maintenance, ‘and 3.5 per cent. for 
and equipment, the re- 
Administration and 
engineering costs accounted for, 
4.7 per cent. of the total, interest | 
and principle payments on bonds 
7.8 per cent. and miscellaneous ex- | 
penditures amounted to 6 per cent. 
ofthe total. 

The highway departments" re 
ceived from various sources during 
the year a total income of $780,-; 
081,292, of which $115,655,721 was 
available as a 
previous year’s operations, so that 
the amount of money raised dur- 
ing the year was only $664,424,571.

HE automotive industry reaches everywhere, and in 
iT tremendous volume of business. Take the matter of 
' dairymen as an example. There are probably a million of 
these in the country, according to the estimate of an author- 
ity. A survey shows that approximately 70 per cent. of them 
‘nse one or more automobiles in connection with their busi- 
ness and that 15 per cent. use trucks. 
It seems fair to figure that the average automo- 
| bile owned by the dairyman is worth about $600 and 
that the average truck is worth about $1,000. That 
would represent an investment in passenger and 
commercial vehicles alone of $570,000,000. On top 
of this, about 25 per cent. of the dairymen own 
tractors. At an average valuation of $500 per trac-, 
tor, we get a value of $125,000,000 more, or a grand 
total of $695,000,000. ; 

At the time of the survey 42 per cent. of the dairymen 
announced that they were going to buy new automobiles and 
12 per cent. were planning to buy new trucks.

Altirough the year’s expendi- 
tures were slightly greater than

The rate of construction § re- 
mained the same as in previous 
years. 

A significant fact brought by the 
report is the remarkable increase 
in the percentage of total highway 
income derived from -motor vehicle 
and gasoline taxes, and the falling 
off in the percentage representing 
real and personal property taxa- 
tion. There has been a steady ten- 
dency in this direction since 1921, 
according to the bureau.

NEBRASKA ROAD MEN | 
ASK HIGHER GAS TAX 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 27.—The Ne- 
braska Good Roads Association at 
its annual meeting this week 
adopted resolutions recommending 
an increase in the gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents a gallon, and a 
direct property tax of 1 mill for 
construction of state roads where 
Federal aid is not available. 

Establishment of a central high- 
way of four members, non-political 
in character, with power to select 
the chief highway engineer and ap- 
portionment of the proposed extra 
cent of gas tax to the counties in 
which it is collected, with budget- 
ing of 70 per cent. of he license 
fees for maintenance and building 
of county roads and bridges, were 
other features of the association’s 
attitude.

In 1925 the income produced from 
these sources was 43.5 per cent. 
of the year’s total and the gas taxes 
alone amounted to 13.5 per cent. 

In the same period taxes on 
property specifically for road pur- 
poses have dropped from 11.2 per 
cent. to 3.3 per cent. of the year’s 
total income. Including the in- 
come from appropriations and 
miscellaneous sources, most of 
which ts raised indirectly by prop- 
erty taxation, the 1921 percentage 
was 20.7 and the 1925 percentage 
was 10.5. 

Funds raised by the sale of 
bonds were also a smaller percent- 
age of the total in 1925 than in 
1921, being 21.3 per cent. in 1925 
as Gompared with 27.8 in 1921.

“Not excepting America, there is 
not another country where the 
leap in sales "}:s been so sharp as 
Great Britain. This has been 
accelerated by the last year’s road 
building, in which 2,200 miles of 
new arterial roads have been built, 
at a cost of $121,500,000. It is also 
largely due to the interest on the 
part of women in England since 
the war. 

“There is bound to be an even 
higher demand for American autos 
next year, when the annual tax on 
rated horse-power is removed, and 
a simple gasoline tax imposed in 
its place. England then will be the 
ideal market for United States 
manufacturers to place their sur-
